The leaders there assembled agreed 
lat never was there a more oppor- 
une time than now for organized 
griculture to achieve permanent 
conomic victory for American agri- 
ulture. The greater the manpower 
f the state and national federation, 
lie stronger its support by all farm- 
rs, the greater will be the achieve- 
nents for agriculture. 


Farmers 
are increasingly con- 


ronted with economical problems, 
lie real and lasting solution to many 
f these problems can only be had 
hru group action. The stronger the 
rganization of farmers, the more 


pronounced are the possible results 
}f group action. 


We are living in an organized age. 


All around us we see the evidence 
if organization and the power it 
ivields. If other economic groups, 
•epresenting labor, industry, bank- 
ng, manufacturing, commerce, trans- 
portation and distribution, see the 
wisdom of organizing themselves so 
they can present a united front in 
Dressing economic claims, how can 
agriculture afford to remain com- 
paratively unorganized? 


There seemed to be one outstand- 


ng objective in the minds of those 
present—to drive on and on until 
permanent prosperity is gained for 
American agriculture. 


The increasing strength of the 


:arm bureau movement in California 
is quite evident, for in some counties 
75 per cent of all farmers are mem- 
bers of the farm bureau. 


There was a membership breakfast 


held at which all counties of the 
state were represented, and reports 
showed that in some counties a gain 
in membership of as much as 71 per 
cent was made over last year. 


It would seem that California, 


witli its long distance from markets 
would need a unified agricultural or- 
ganization for its 153,000 farmers 
who produce more than one hundrec 
kinds of soil crops, aggregating 470,^ 
000 "carloads, with a normal value O 
$800,000,000. 


One of the outstanding speakers 


said: "Why should the families 01 
automobile manufacturers, or the 


families of workers in automobile 
factories, complain about some ad- 
vance in the price of farm products, 
while they are now profiling by the 
increased sale of their products, due 
largely to the ability of agriculture 
to buy more of the things they need. 


Recent figures show that 72 per 


cent of all automobiles priced at 
$1200 and under were sold in the 
farm areas of the United States. 


A. C. Hardison, chairman of the 


agricultural committee of the United 
States chamber of commerce, said 
that business men generally realized 
more and more the necessity of im- 
proved opportunities for the Ameri- 
can farmer. 


Governor Merriam spent a day at 


the convention, making three ad- 
dresses. The evening address dealt 
with state taxes, and this talk was 
well received by the large group of 


irmers. 
Mr. Damerel, as a member of the 


resolutions committee of the citrus 
department, prepared a resolution 
which reads as follows:

Marking the twenty-fifth consecu- 
ive month during which southern 
California has shown an increase in

These figures were filed with the 


Liuard of directors of the All-Ycar 
club, southern California non-profit 
ourist bureau, by the state depart- 
ment of agriculture, and mark con- 
clusively that this area's tourist bus- 
ness is on the upgrade despite the 
'act that October is regarded as the 
slack period between summer and 
winter vacation seasons here. 


"Figures are the count of legiti- 


mate motor tourist travel to this 
state and do not include returning 
California cars, commercial business 
traffic, motor stage lines or the entry 
of transient charity cases, and they 
do not include arrivals by transcon- 
tinental train, air line or steamship," 
said .T. L. Matthews, member of the 
Los Angeles county advisory council 
of the All-Year club. 


"During the first ten months of 


this year, which includes part of last 
winter's tourist season and all of 
this last summer season, a total of 
795,710 out-of-state visitors motored 
here, marking a 31.2 per cent in- 
crease over the first ten months of 
1934, and of this total, 431,442 ar- 
rived directly in southern California, 
a jump of 41.7 per cent over last 
year."

Objections raised by the county 


efficiency bureau three years ago to 
a proposal to separate Los Angeles 
city from the rest of the county still 
holds good, Secretary Harry F. Sco- 
ville said this week. 


Formation of Los Angeles city in- 


to a separate city and county would 
isolate some 34 parcels of territory 
from the rest of the county. Of 
these isolated parcels, or islands, 12, 
including Beverly Hills, Santa Mon- 
ica, San Fernando, and Torrance, are 
incorporated cities. Eleven of the 34 
parcels are county territory, such as 
Universal City, West Hollywood, and 
Sawtelle, entirely surrounded by iri- 
curpoialecVuities. 


"At least one new county is in- 


evitable for the entire western strip 
of the present county bordering on 
the ocean, because it would be cut 
off from the eastern territory by the 
proposed city and county," Scoville 
said. "It may bo argued that Santa 
Monica, Beverly Hills, Culver City, 
Inglewood, and Redondo Beach may 
escape formation of a separate coun- 
ty by annexation to the proposed 
new city and county of Los Angeles. 
However, if this were legally possi- 
ble, it is probable and reasonable to 
expect that local pride and local 
politics would prevent indefinitely 
the union of these communities with 
the greater city. 


"Turning to the south coastal area 


and the southeastern part of the 
county, with the example of Los An- 
geles city, it is conceivable that this 
area might wish to form a city and 
county of its own to include several 
of the southeastern communities. It 
might be forced to take such a step 
in self-defense. 


"Passing to the rich eastern and 


northern sections of the coutny, we 
find a number of thriving cities. 
Would any of these desire to be 
cities and counties of their own or 
would they unite with the remainder 
of the eastern section to form one 
new county? 


"The picture we have presented 


is not overdrawn. Any new counties 
must establish and maintain a com- 
plete government with a new com- 
plement of officials and assistants. 
Instead of consolidation, we have 
disintegration and decentralization. 
Los Angeles county is now recog- 
nized thruout the world as the rich- 
est agricultural county in the United 
States. Dismember it and what have 
you?
